SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water. — 'J'hc  water  provided  ])y  Hk;  two  main 
water  undertakers  who  supply  the  district  has  remained 
above  suspicion. 

The  periodical  inspection  and  sampling  of  the  wells  in 
use  in  the  rural  |)arts  of  the  district  were  continued,  and 
ten  samples  of  water  from  this  source  were  submitted  for 
examination  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Eleven  other 
•samides  of  water  were  examined  from  other  sources. 

Ste]is  have  been  taken  to  classify  ]X)tential  sources  of 
drinking  water  supply  which  might  have  to  be  called  on 
for  emergency  |)urposes.  In  the  case  of  most  of  these 
sources  some  measure  of  purification  would  be  necessary, 
and  preparations  have  been  made  with  this  object  in 
view. 

2.  Drainage  and  Setnerage. — I am  indebted  to  Mr. 
Fread,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
folk iwi ng  in f( )rmation . 

MOLESEY  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS.  A scheme 
for  dealing  with  the  increased  flow  of  sewage  at  these 
works  will  shortly  be  put  in  hand.  The  works  are 
necessary  to  deal  with  the  increased  flow  of  sewage  am! 
to  the  establishment  of  works  recently  put  into  operation 
in  connection  with  salvage. 

ESHER  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS.  These  works 
have  been  provided  with  additional  means  of  pumping 
and  it  is  hoped  to  put  in  hand  further  works  (already 
a):)provcd)  for  the  filtration  of  sewage. 

GORHAM  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS.  The  plant 
at  these  works  continues  to  give  a satisfactory  result,  but 
increased  plant  for  filtration  purposes  may  soon  become 
necessary.  Development  works  have  ceased,  but  several 
minor  extensions  of  sewers  have  taken  place  due  to  war- 
time building  operations.

4.  (i)  Public  Cleanmu/. — The  arrangements  for  the 

collection  of  liouse  refuse  ai‘o  unchanged. 

(ii)  Smiilarjj  Inspection,  of  the  Area. — The  tabular 
statement  furnished  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
included  in  his  r(‘poi‘t  which  is  appended  to  this  one. 

(iii)  Shops. — No  formal  action  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act  1934  has  heem  found  n(‘cessary.  Full 
details  and  results  of  informal  notices  are  recoixled  in  the 
report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

(iv)  Smoke  Abatement . — In  certain  cases  complaints 
have  been  received  in  regard  to  the  emission  of  smoke 
from  factory  chimneys  but  the  conditions  have  usually- 
been  such  as  to  render  formal  action  unnet-essary  oi- 
undesirable.  Lal)our  shoi'tage  and  other  conditions 
resulting  from  the  national  emergency  have  made  d 
extremely  difficult  for  thos('  in  control  of  factori('s  to  do 
all  that  is  desirable. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  kept  in  close  touch  with 
offenders  and  whenever  possible  by  p(‘rsuasion  and 
advice  have  done  th(‘ir  best  to  ameliorati*  smoke 
nuisances.

— There  was  a flecrcase  in  the  incidence 
of  Scaidet  F(‘ver,  22  cases  l)eing  notified,  a rate  of  .48  per 
popnlation.  All  cases  except  4 were'  treated  in 
hospital. 

I)i pli/lieria. — Ten  cases,  two  of  whom  diefl,  have  h(‘en 
notified  during  the  year,  giving  a laite  of  .22  per  1.000 
population.

Food  Fourteen  cases  of  suspected  food 

poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year.  On  investigation 
there  was  no  evidence  in  any  case  that  the  illness  was 
caused  by  food. 

Scabies. — In  common  with  most  other  districts  a tire- 
some problem  whicli  developed  fluring  the  year  was  the 
prevalence  ot  scabies.  As  thert!  is  no  (deansing  and 
disin fetding  station  in  the  distritd  and  admissitut  io 
hos|utal  was  impratdictahle  in  the  great  majority  td'  cases 
I he  best  means  possible  for  treating  the  t'lisease  in  the 
home  had  to  he  tlevised. 

Out!  of  the  most  important  points  in  the  Irealment  of 
scahif.'S  is  that  the  family  should  he  li-eated  as  a whole, 
and  in  order  to  attain  that  eml  the  Ihdtlic  Health  Depart- 
ment assumefl  complete  responsibility  in  most  cases  for 
investigation,  treatment  and  folknving  up  in  the  home.

FOOD. 

.\s  reported  last  year  the  usual  slaughtering  of  animals 
in  this  district  as  carried  out  in  peace-time  has  ceased  and 
th(‘r(‘  is  no  ''  central  ” slaughterhouse  in  your  CouncH's 
area.  An  animal  is  occasionally  slaughtered  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Food  Executive  Officer  of  the  Esher  Food 
Conti’ol  Committee,  and  this  usually  takes  place  at  one  of 
the  slaughterhouses. 

Regular  inspection  of  meat  and  other  food  has  however 
been  continued  by  frequent  visits  to  shops. 

Appended  is  a list  giving  in  some  detail  the  class  and 
amount  of  food  found  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

In  some  cases  this  food  was  able  to  be  utilised  for 
animal  feeding,  or  in  compliance  with  instructions  from 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  the  material  was  returned  through 
the  siqiiiliers  to  the  recognised  salvage  organisation, 
whilst  in  a few  cases,  it  was  necessary  that  it  should  Ix' 
completely  destroyed . 

This  last  measure  was  only  taken  when  no  other 
course  could  possibly  be  found  to  be  expedient  or  safe. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  shops  for  the  purpose  of  food  inspec- 
tion and  the  comparison  of  the  number  of  these  visits 
during  tlu'  year  under  review  with  the  years  1089  and 
1040  is  interesting  —

Civil  Defence  has  claimed  a considerable  part  of  fhi-ir 
tune,  both  during  and  outside  “office  hours’’  and  they 
aie  (sngaged  in  lhai  paid  of  this  important  serxici'  as  is 
apjiropriate  to  their  ('.\p(*rience  and  training. 

rhe  essential  Public  Health  Services  which  they  are 
primarily  called  upon  to  [lerform  have  however  not  been 
negl(‘cted  or  allow(‘d  to  suffer,  e.xcctpt  perhaps  in  one 
respect,  viz  : — the  routine  work  of  hou.se  to  house  inspec- 
tion, which  has  been  curtailed  owing  to  the  exigencies  of 
the  war. 

Comiilaints  of  insanitary  conditions  have  always 
received  prompt  attention  and  the  opportunity  has  been 
taken  to  get  repairs  cari'ied  out  in  this  manner,  but 
scarcity  of  labour  and  materials  which  are  being  u.sed  for 
the  national  (*ffort  has  limited  even  this  activitv. 

1 desire  to  place  on  record  the  loyal  support  given  by  all 
in  the  Department  and  to  thank  the  officers  and  staffs  in 
the  other  Departments  of  the  Council  foi  their  ready  co- 
operation and  helpfulness.
